Mention was again made before 
Mr. E. W. Hamilton, at the Central

The Petition

In support of the petition, Mr.

It would 
be unfortunate, though certainly not 
improbable, if, through its manage- 
ment, friction arose among the nations, 
We should, therefore, I think, en- 
deavour to arrange that the flow of 
credit at its source be automatic and

Working of the Scheme 


Let us now proceed to establish an 
International Currency Unit and set 
up an international Bank, primarily for 
Europe but open to participation by 
countries outside Europe. : 

The currency unit would, in the first 
place, be given a gold equivalent. 
Purely in order to previde an intelligi- 
ble symbol for purposes of demonstra- 
tion, I propose, in this essay, to call 
the currency unit an International 
pound (InL£). The gold equivalent of 
the InL£ would be 113 grains of fine 
gold. I must emphasise, however, that 
the unit would be entirely independent 
of any existitig currency nit, and 
would not be governed by the ex- 
change value of the British pound or 
of any other currency, nor yet by gold. 
It would be a composite unit, gold 
being only one of its component parts. 
Fer the participating countries the 
InL£ would become the standard, and 
the “par of exchange” with one another 
a fixed relationship thereto. The 
International Bank, on its banking 
side, would confine its operations ‘éx- 
elusively to InlZs. 

The -participating countries would 
legislate that Inl£s. could be held in 
licu of gold in their currency reserves, 
The International Bank would keep 
accounts for Central Banks only.

SAMPAN US USED FOR 
CONTRABAND ! : 


-HEAVY FINES IMPOSED, 


An interesting “point was raised 
in the. Kowloon Magistracy on 
Saturday, regarding the confiseation 
of sampans in a case in which three 
Chinese boatmen, one‘a master, 
of an unnumbered fishing junk in 
Aberdeen were chatgéd with the 
possession, an. board junk, of 
300 taels of prepared opium, and 
672 taels of raw opium. 

Mr. F. C. E. Rendall, in his de- 
fence of the first two defeniants, 
entered a plea of “guilty” of pos- 
session, but- submitted that they 
were ignofant of what was in the 
two flour sacks. - : 

‘Mr. Rendall said that. his 
clients together with the third, 
were told to row to the 
“Sui Tai" .lying at the Wing 
Lok Wharf on the Praya, to get 


practice, but prompted by a desire 
to allay human suffering which he 
found all around him, our worthy 
medico set himself the task of dis- 
covering a medicine which would 
cure all ailments to which humans 
are liable. He experimented with 
all sorts of leaves, roots of plants, 
grass, unicorns, and even insects 
such as beetles, grasshoppers, ete.

: Seare 

“The ss. “Amherst.” a smail river 
boat flying the Portuguese flag which 
runs between Hong Kong and Wuchow, 
returned to port on Saturday without 
completing her upriver voyage. She 
flew the Police flog as she entered har- 
bour, and speculation was: high as to 
what had occurred. 

A party from the Criminal Investi- 
gation Department, under Mr. T. 
Murphy, Assistant Director of Criminal 
Intelligence, went on board the vessel, 
which anchored off Stonecutters Island. 
Then it was gathered that the 
“Amherst” had on board 17 survivors 
from a launch which had sunk. in the 
West River as the result of colliding 
with the “Amborst,” at 1.45 a.m., on 
Saturday at a point between. Wang- 
kong and Sun-hui. 

No Light 

The Captain of the “Amherst”? re- 
ports that the presence of the launch 
without lights on the river at that hour 
of the night was suspicious, especially 
as after the rescue of the 17 men, it 
was found that one of them had a 
revolver and another a belt of rifle am- 
munition. < 

With the assistance of three officers 
from the Chinese gunboat “Ping Nam,” 
which is in harbour, the Police inter- 
rogated the rescued men, and it was 
then discovered that the sunken launch 
was the “Sun Wai On:” None of -the 
three Chinese officers knew the launch 
but declared that she might belong to 
the authorities of the Heungshan dis- 
trict. : . : 

Revenue Protection 

Further investigations carried out 
by the Police since, have satisfied them 
that the sunken launch was not a 
pirate craft as at first suspected. She 
is now believed to have been chartered 
by the Bureau of Finanee at Canton 
for service as a cruising launch for 
“revenue protection purpose,” The 
survivors have consequently been re- 
leased. : F 

As far as can at present be ascer- 
tained, the collision did not entail any 
loss ‘of life, but five ‘members of the 
“Sun Wai On’s” crew were not among 
the rescued on the “Amherst.” It is 
possible, of course, that they have suc- 
eeeded in swimming ashore. The 
“Amherst” suffered little damage as 
the result of the collision and return-

INGENIOUS DEVICE. FOR TRANS- 
= MITTING MESSAGES - 


CONTINUOUS SPEECH 

Another milestone has been -passed 
along the road of wireless telephony, 
for efforts spread -over a period of 
éight years by the most.eminent radio 
experta in the world have nt last been 
crowned with success, and an ingenious 
piece: of mechanism introduced to make 
oral communication from ship-to-shore 
complete. gis 

Hitherto: the difficulty has been to 
make the process of transmission and 
reception keep to their own respective 
spheres, and so bring about ¢ontinuous 
audibility. . The obstacle was that the 
junction of the circuits of transmission 
and reception were so limited in con- 
nection with ocean-going .vessels that 
the currents jostled each other so 


violently that what is known as “howl- | 


ing’ was set up. The consequence’ of 
this was that each speaker's utteranee 
cancelled itself out, 

How to overcome this radio difficulty 
and so ensure a continuity of speech 
between two people engaged in. wire- 
less telephony has been the ticklish 
problem confronting the radio en- 
gineers. 

The solution has been brought about 
in a somewhat fascinating manner. 
An extremely delicate piece of 
mechanism is being introduced for the 
purpose of what, in reality, means the 
breaking up of the’ sender's sentence 
in order to erisure the receiver's 
answer becoming intelligible; . In 
other words, the collision be- 
tween the two circuits has been 
definitely destroyed by a pro- 
cess of side-tracking either at 
one end of the telephone operation or 
at the other. For instance, a spoken 
sentence, say, in- Liverpool, to a ship 
in mid-Atlantic, ean be received with 
perfect audibility, but before response 
is madé the replying sentence is 
despatched on a roundabort journey 
and automatisally makes itself. under- 
stood when the proper time arrives 
for it to be sent back from ship to 
shore. The gap is almost of infinite 
simal duration, and so the respective 
speakers. are unaware that there has 
been anything in the nature of an 
electrical interruption in the ap- 
paratus. ra 

Great Commercial Asset 

Even -in its present early phase the 
deviee has answered-so admirably that 
wireless telephony between mid-ocean 
liners and land statlons:- a thousand or 
so miles ‘away can be estabfished with 
ag much success 
communcating with -London 
suburbs, There are, of course, 
technica] details which might be tom 
ed upon for the purpose of emphasis> 
ing how effeetively the problem has 
been solved, but it is sufficient to say 
that these details have been worked 
out in so masterly a fashion that al- 
ready several projects. have been 
launched for carrying on business

keep in close touch with the commer- 
cial and industrial movements from 
hour to hour. .

LILIUS SENTENCED 


rWO MONTHS’ HARD LABOUR 
FOR FRAUD: 


INDIGNITY OF IMPRISONMENT 


Aleko Eugene.Lilius (39) of Fin- 


land, described’‘as ‘an American 
journalist, was convicted and sen- 
teneed to two months’. imprison- 
ment with hard labour, on all the 
five charges of fraud other than 
false pretences against him, the 
sentences to run-concurrently, by 
Mr. T. S. Whyte-Smith at the Kow- 
loon Magistracy on Saturday. 

In delivering judgment his Wor- 
ship said: 

“The question to be decided, in 
this case, is whether the defendant 
was simply in the unfortunate posi- 
tion of being unable to pay . his 
creditors, who would have as their 
only remedy civil action in the 
Supreme Court, or whether there 
were elements of fraud in his case 
which removed it into another 
category and rendered the defen- 
dant liable to criminal prosecution. 
I hold that there were such 
elements of fraud. I base my de- 
cision almost entirely on the case 
of ‘Regina v. Jones (1898 1.9.B.119.) 
This is -a case that has 
been referred to by the. learned 


solicitors both for the prosecution 


and the defence. 
The Case Recalled 


This the .case in which a man 
went into a restaurant, ordered a 
meal, and, when he had consumed 
it, was unable to pay for it.. He 
was found to have a half-penny-in 
his pocket. That was held to- be 
obtaining credit by ‘fraud,.on the 
ground that, there was an implied 
undertaking to pay at the conclu- 
sion of the meal. 

Mr. Rendall, for the defence, has 
argued that the ease of 2 man 
ordering a suit of clothes. and 
similar goods is not comparable 
with the case of a man ordering a 
meal in a restaurant. The normal 
time for the payment of a meal in 
a restaurant. is immediately after 
the meal is consumed; but a suit 
of clothes is very seldom paid for 
until sometime after it has been 
received. d 

Mr. Rendall-has gone further and 
has ‘argued that if goods such as 
a.suit of clothes are received ‘on 
credit there can be no fraud, pro- 
vided that the purchaser has the 
intention of paying . for them at 
some future date. I cannot accept 
this view. If the credit is obtain. 
ed on the strength of a promise to 
pay ata specified date and the pur- 
chaser at the time of making ‘that 
promise has no reasonable 
expectation of paying on that 
date, I am of opinion (on 
the authority of the Regina, 
Jones case}, -that that is 
obtaining credit by fraud. I would 
go further than this, and say that 
even if no date were mentioned 
there would be an implied under: 
faking to pay within a reasonable 
time according to local custom.
